But the impression which 
appears to prevail among some Americans that 
Japanese are behind the Chinese boycott move- 
ment is as misleading as it would be mischie- 
vous in {ts effect. ‘That the Chinese, as the 
result of the Japanese victory over the Russians, 
have become changed in their attitude towards 
foreigners may be true,but this should rather 
be regarded as a reaction. of the oppression 
which the latter have long exercised over the 
Chinese. If America ‘had treated Chinese 
fairly and reasonably the boycott ‘movement 
would never have begun, It is manifestly 
wrong therefore to charge the Japanese with 
instigating Chinese in their attitude against 
Americans. Even if American articles are

ii : IMMENSE SUMS INVOLVED, 


In Bankruptcy Jurisdiction this afernoon, 


presiding, the public examination in bank. 
rapicy of Lau Wai Chun, ex-compradore of 
the Hongkong and Shanghui Banking Cor- 
poration, ex parte Lau Ying Show, salt mer- 
chant, of No, 6 Ko Shing Street, creditor, was 
commenced ' 

Mr. R.C. Master, of Messrs. Johitson; Stokes 
and Master, appeared for the petitioning credi- 
tor, Mr, H. J. Gedge, of Messrs. Jotnson, 
Stokes and Muster, appeared for Lau Wai 
Chan, oar 

Luu Wai Chun examined by Mr. Wakeman, 
Official Receiver, said he was formerly | head 
compradore to the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Bank, being appointed thereto fourteen years 
ayo. Besides the business of the Bank he had 
no other business, From the Bank he-received 
as salary $625 a month’ and was paid commis. 
sion as well, [twas correct that his liabilities 
amounted to $503,657.. About $60,005 of that 
was motiey borrowed by him, but as forthe rest 
he stood security jointly with others, ‘Dut of the 
$,03,L02, odd he only received $40,070. He 
did not eemember when he first commenced 
borrawing money, but he did 60 from time to 
lime. From the Yu Fat Bank he borrowed 
about $1,000 for his own use, and the bal: 
ance was yuaraotee. ‘The Wong Fuk firm 
burrowed the money and he and others staod 
security. The money, $320,000 odd, was nat 
borrowed by him ; he only stood security. He 
was a sleeping partner in the Wong Fuk firm, 
The $300,009 odd was due by the firm und not 
by him alone. The’ money was borrowed from 
the Lai Hing’Bank, Out of, that’ sum $70,0¢0 
was. raised on mortguge of certain houses in 
Lyndhurst ‘Terrace, owned by him and Mr’ 
FA Ting jointly, Gf the moneys advanced to 
the Wong firm’ the money was sent up to 
Canton, Ma Fa Ting received all the money. 
Witness was never a partuer inthe Lai Hing 
Bank, and never had any share or interest ‘Na 
it, He, knew that Ma Fa Ting had ‘sworn 
that he was a partner. in the Lai Hing Bank 
hecause he read the newspapers. 

Mr, Wakeman: Was that true ?— Well, he 
said su, but [ wis not a partner, 

Was that (ruc ?—No, it was nut ius, 


Witness, cuntiouing, said his name was not 
Mo Fuck Hong; it had been said he bad a 
firmin that mame, but it was ‘not his name. 
Ma Fa Ting came often and saw him .in his 
office in the Bank. As regarded the Wai Fung 
firm, they: sold goods to‘him ; as did- the Wing 
Sing Loong, ‘but he was never a-partner in 
either firm, Any statement that, he was a part- 
ner in-those firms or ip the Lui Hing Bauk 
was untruc, ine never used the name of Lau 
Mo Fun Tong, and held no shares in the Bank 
in tim name. “He knewaman of that name 
by sight, but did not remember if he had ever 
spoken to him, ‘He'knew Wong Sau Po, who 
was the manager of the Lui Fuog. firm} he 
ured to buy goods from him, but if he said he 

was Lis pattuer he'said what was not isue,  * 

When he was compradore of the Hongkong 
Bank he bought many bills for large’ amounts | 
from the Laj Fung, aad the Lai Fung got the 
money from the Hongkong and Shanghai 
lank, and tre Bank had to collect the tmancy 
in’ Penang, Singapore, Kangoun and other 
places fromthe Lar Fung’s agents. The Lar 
Hing also soid bills, He did wot remember 
on whose names the bills were drawn, = It was 
a tact that he asked Wong Sau Po to guarantee 
thoge bills, but he did not remember exactly. 
The bills were sold to the’ Bank under te 
names, of Hong Sing Loong and others: As 
regarded the monty, the Bank paid for these 
bills; they were all handed over to the Wong 
Fung company of Canton, and a lottery com:

s Me Wakeman: Of which you were a partner ty 
Yes, 

Then you were inleresied in the ialnieg of 
these moneys?—Yes, 

Continuing, witness did nat say to. Wong 
Sau Po that he had moncy io the Hank sufficient 
{o meet his liabilities. As rezards a share in 
the Lai Fung, if it was said that he applied for 
‘shares it wad untrue. 

Mr. Wakeman: Do you heep any account 
books regarding all these moneys?—No; | did 
not have the money, it all went onto Ma Fa 
Fing and others, and I never kept aty account! 
of my expenditure. 

Continuing, witness said he had no other 
property than his furniture: and: his share 
in the property in Lyndhurst Terrace. He 
first became aware that be was unable ta 
meet his liabilities in «January, February 
or March of this year. A year ago he was 
able to meet his habilities if the debts due 
to him had been paid, but all the people were 
hard up: The sum of §500,0.0 due from the 
Wong Fung had not been paid, and the 
guarantor was a rich man in Macao—Loong 
Chap-Chi. _He.was also one of the pariners in 
the Wong Fung.” 

Mr, Wakeman: In’ your statement you have 
pul dawn the Wang Fung agawing you Stk0, CON, 
but it isa bad debt?—Yei, it is a bad debt. 

Mr. Master then, on behalf of the petitioning 
creditor, examined the bankrupt, Witn: sp said 
he admitted owing the petilioning creditor the 
money claimed. By the Viceroy shutting down 
on the loftery cornpany, bankrupt’s difficulties 
were brought about. 

Mr. Dixon said he would like to examive 
the bankrupt. 

{Sis Hooour: * But how do I know you are a 
creditor? 

"Mr. Dixon said his client was not present, 
but if he proved his claim, and. the Official Re- 
ceiver disallowed the claim;:he still remained a

ALLEGED BANKNOTS, FORGERY. 
+ een cee : 
JAPANESE RUNNER ON TRIAL... “ : 
. Ken'Iwakura, a boarding-house runner, re 
siding at No. 28, Connaught Road Central, ap- 
penred on remand at “tha Police Court this 
afternoon to answer three serious “charges. I 
was alleged that, on 17th April, he had io his ‘ 
possession four forged banknotes far $10 ench, 
on the Hongkong and ‘Shanghai Bank; and a 
that he attempted ta defraud Tang Cheong, a 
watchmaker, at Na: 34, Qucca's Road Enst. It ‘ 
was also alleged that he attempted ‘to defraud s 
Lok Wing, 2 curpenter carrying on.business at 
No, 20, Queen’s Koad Enst. ht : 
- Thedefendant pleaded net guilty. ‘ 
- Inspector Gourlay prosecuted, and the de- ‘ 
fendant whs unrepresented. E 
Inspector Gourlay, in outlining tha facts of 
the case, said that on the roth inst, defendant 
went to a shop—half of which’ was occupied by 
a watchmaker, and the other half by a box 
rshaker—and . alter bargaining for o watch” 
handed the accountant a $10 bili, and received’ ‘ 
$5 in silver as change. ‘The accountant of the 
watchmaker’s shap—after the defendant had 
departed—had his duubis as to the genuine: 
ness of the banknote, and look it to a Jicensed 
moneychanger’s shup, where he learnt it was 
bad, On the 17th instant the defendant re- 
turned (o the same shop, but instead of: one 
to the watchmaker, went to the box-maker and | 
purchased a box. He banded the master of 
the shop a $10 bill, This the latter took across 
to the accountint of the watchmaker's shopv' en 
andas he discovered that this note was also bad 
the defendant was piven in charge. On arrival at 
No, 2 Police Station the Japanese was search-- 
ed, One $to banknole was discovered in the 
“basom of bis £izono, and another attached to

Also a partner is not allowed to make a

‘(perhaps through his partner having withdrawn 
part of his capital; or through numerous other 
causes), then he becomes responsib!e, and 
might also be involved in bankruptcy. ‘ 

Section 9 of the Partnership Act ol 1890 
reads:— - 
“Every partner ina ‘firm is liable. joiatly 
with the other partners, and, in Scotland, sever- 
-ally also, for all debts and obligations of the 
firm incurred while he is partner, abd, after his 
death, his estate is also severally liable in a 
due course of administration for such debts and 
obligations so faras they remain unsatisfied
